Costs To Rise

At their meeting last 'Vflesday evening, the School 
Committee voted 7-0 to allow an increase in the price 
charged for Type A school lunches and individual car-

Closed Door Session 

At press time, and providing that the closed door 
negotiations proceed as expected, the 53 year-old 
Bowen is considered a shoe-in for the Town Manager’s 
slot, by both Council President Paul Ficldstad and 
Manager Search Committee Chairman Robert DcForge. 

Council sources told The Advertiser/News Bowen will 
ask for a salary between $33,000 and $37,000. Accor¬ 
ding to DeForge, the council will go as high as $35,000 
in base pay for Bowen, along with fringe benefits 
granted to former manager Peter Caputo. Caputo earn¬ 
ed $28,800 as manager. 

„ Those benefits include the town paying for one-half 
of Bowen’s Blue Cross/Blue Shield health policy, gran¬ 
ting him two weeks vacation, and providing Bowen with 
his own car. 

Says DcForge, “In my own opinion, I can’t see any 
problem giving Mr. Bowen around thirty-five thousand. 
.He has far more responsibilities than other managers, 
like school janitors, nurses, and buildings. I think he’s 
worth the money based on his experience and on the im¬ 
pression many councilors have of him.’’ 

Fieldstad commented that Bowen was the best 
qualified candidate out of a field of over 100 applicants. 
“If we can get together on the salary and fringe 
benefits, he’s in,” Ficldstad says of Bowen. 

If the council hires Bowen, the move will conclude a 
.nine- month search for Caputo’s replacement. Town 
Clerk Edward A. Caba has assumed-the manager’s role 
during the hunt, which began in January. C aputo 
resigned January 5 after 23 months ol service. 

DeForge remarked that the search committee’s 
favorable report on Bowen was based on an investiga¬ 
tion conducted by members Donald Rheault and Wallet 
Kerr. DeForge also participated in Bowen’s evaluation. 

Bowen Strong-Willed y 

DeForge described Bowen as a strong-willed in- 
dividual\vho will stick by his guns. Bowen’s brief 
stewardship in Fairmont. W. Virginia was due to a 
dispute with the town’s selectmen who attempted to 
become involved with administrative hiring of police 


tons of milk. 

Citing several inflationary factors which led to his 
seeking the increase. Business Manager James Coon 
recommended the following price hikes: lunches at 
Agawam High would go from 40' to 45“ at Agawam Jr. 
High, from 35 c to 45“ at the Middle and elementary 
schools, from 35 c to 40“ and teachers’ lunches from 80' 
to 90 c . Individual cartons of milk will be upped from 5 l 
to 8', with charges made to kindergarten students for 
milk served with snacks raised to 10‘ each or 50' weekly. 

The greater jump in prices to be asked at the Jr. High 
was attributed by Coon to the fact that regulations now 
call for junior high level children to be served portions 
equal to those at the high school level. 

Among the reasons put forth as a basis for the 
necessary increases were recent reductions in federal 
subsidies to the lunch program, a raise in salaries for 
cafeteria workers beginning this school year, a food cost 
rise of S^o. and greater expenses caused by needed 
repairs and maintenance of equipment. 

Coon estimated the school lunch program is costing 
the town about $825 more per week, but stated bis belief 
that the additional revenue brought in by the increased 
prices would adequately cover that additional amount.

“1 think he (Bowen) will read 'hat charter and say to 
himself ‘here is my power and responsibility and no one 
will take it away.’ ” DeForge continued. “I think if the 
council unreasonably tampers with his responsibility 
there will be problems; if everyone does what they’re 
supposed to. the town will be in good shape.” 

Bowen, according to DeForge, seemed unconcerned 
when told by the search committee membership that 
there may be a renewed push by pro-mayor proponents 
to get a referendum question on the 1981 municipal 
ballot to initiate a charter change. 

On the explosive and often-controversial subject, 
DeForge remarked of Bowen, “He simply told me that 
it’s not unusual for a city or town charter to come 
before the voters for possible change or modification. 
He just wants to come here and do the job is my impres¬ 
sion of him.” 

Bowen is currently self-employed and resides in An¬ 
dover. He served as town manager from 1964 to 1969 
and as a selectman from 1976 to 1978. He also served as 
city manager in Fairmont, W. Virginia from 1978-1979. 

Other city manager posts Bowen has held include 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 1969 to 1970 and l ong 
Beach, New Jersey, 1961 to 1963. 

He graduated from Colby College. Watcrville, 
Maine, with a bachelor’s degree in 1951 and earned a 
master’s degree in government in 1954 from the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania. 

Bowen, originally from Waterburv. Connecticut, 
ismarried with six children. 
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Laduzenski Resigns 
Council Post 


Two-term Town Councilor Donald Laduzenski has 
resigned his Precinct Five seat as he and hi<- i n will 
shortly pack their bags for a move to neighboring West 
Springfield. 

Laduzenski forwarded his resignation to Acting 
Town Manager Edward A. Caba last Thursday and all 
councilors were notified through their meeting packets 
on Friday. 

Regrets Leaving 

Laduzenski says he attempted to contact as many 
councilors as possible before the packets went out. 

Laduzenski, a Plantation Village resident, told The 
Advertiser/News that he “regrets” leaving the com¬ 
munity but the opportunity to buy a home at a 
reasoryable price was too good to pass up. 

He continued that he has been looking for a home in 
Agawam but was unable to locate one. “So, when this 
came along it was something my family and I decided 
we had to take,” the former councilor stated. 

Laduzenski is the first councilor to resign since the 
council-manager charter was adopted in 1971. 

In political terms, Laduzenski’s resignation 
somewhat disrupts the balance of power on the council. 

Throughout his tenure Laduzenski has been a staunch 
supporter of the manager/council charter and 
vehemently opposed the pro-mayor forces during last 
November’s election when the present charter was on 
the line against a mayor/council charter. 

He will also be remembered as a avid backer of 
former manager Peter Caputo who resigned in January 
to climax a stormy 23-month stewardship. 

Laduzenski remained in Caputo’s corner even when it 
was revealed the Caputo had listed an illegitimate degree 
on his resume^ 

When Caputo resigned to take a the police chief job 
in Nantucket, but lost it when Nantucket selectmen 
discovered the problems Caputo had with his academic 
credentials here, Laduzenski supported allowing 
Caputo to remain as manager until he could locate 
another job. 

Laduzenski admits that the Caputo resume affair last 
summer capped by Caputo’s resignation was a “bitter 
disappointment” and a sour pill to swallow. 

He commented on the Caputo affair, “It was 
especially frustrating since this form of government got 
an overwhelming vote of confidence from the voters last 
fall.”

Connelly Refiles Bill 


Laduzenski observed that with the new town manager 
predicted to be hired this week, this present charter will 
be given a new breath of air. “But 1 expect that those 
, who are pushing for a mayor will continue on this 
manager. If they’d let him do his job and leave the 
council to do their job, 1 know this form of government 
can work.” 

Topped The Ballot 

In topping the precinct ballot, Laduzenski says the 
present council has not been productive during the past 
nine months, with rhetoric, in-fighting and continued 
nonsense from one new councilor as the norm rather 
than the exception. 

Laduzenski chaired a budget review committee this 
spring and feels the council did a good job with the cur¬ 
rent buget and also is encouraged by the council’s pur¬ 
suit of the proposed industrial park through the Spr¬ 
ingfield Area Development Corporation (SADC). 

He also encourages residents to become involved in 
town politics despite the “nonsense and chads” created 
7 by a “ disruptive few.” “The only way we can make 
A our goverment work is to get new faces involved. Public 
J office can be rewarding and the town always needs 
f responsible people,” he noted. 


Representative Edward W. Connelly (R-Agawam) 
has joined with Representative Nicholas Buglione 
(D-Methuen) once again in an attempt to control a pro¬ 
liferation of rules and regulations promulgated by ap¬ 
pointed authority. 

The two legislators have re-filed their bill which 
would require all rules and regulations to be approved 
by the General Court. 

Connelly stated, “A special commission studying the 
effect of state mandates on property tax rales disclosed 
that half of the mandates were not statutory, but regula¬ 
tions formed by non-elceted appointed personnel. Such 
regulations duly noted in public ads, sparsley attended 
hearings and then sent to the secretary of state become 
significant by having the same effect as law.” 

He continued, “Our bill, which we have co-sponsored 
for four previous sessions, simply allows a system of 
checks and balances on rule s unci regulations that could 
have an adverse effect on (he fiscal being of our cities 
and towns.” 

Added Connelly, “Since we are both aware that Im¬ 
portant legislation often takes several years before 
becoming statute, we will actively seek support from 
both parties in both the House and the Senate to insure 
passage in 1981.” 

The Connelly-Buglionc measure, coupled with 
“sunset” legislation and fiscal note requirement will 
“ease considerably the burden of state mandate which 
has been placed our cities and towns.”

CORDWOOD, for example, when sold or offered for for readers’ information. Of co 
sale must be four feet in length. FIREWOOD refers to Telephone Company’s logo has ; 
wood cut to any lengths of less than four feet and more 
than eight inches. Cordwood and firewood may be 
advertised, offered for sale, or sold only in terms of 
cubic feet or cubic meters (closely stacked). The terms 
“cord,” “face cord,” “pile,” and “truckload” may 
not be used in advertising or sale of cordwood or 
firewood. 

KINDLING WOOD includes all split wood, edgings, 
clippings, or other waste wood averaging eight inches in 
length. The standard unit of measure for kindling wood 
is the bushel (two thousand one hundred and fifty and 
forty-two hundredths cubic inches.). 

Sales Invoke 

A sales invoice or delivery ticket must be issued and 
given to the purchaser at the time delivery of the wood. 

Included on the invoice should be the name and address 
of the seller and purchaser, the quantity delivered, and 
the price of the quantity of wood delivered. 

Violations Punishable 

Violations of these laws are punishable by a fine of 
$50.00 for the first offense, $200.00 for the second and

Agawam Boasts Own 
Funny Girl

Cactus Flower 
Doesn’t Quite Bloom 


“Cactus Flower", a mo-act play written by Abe Bur¬ 
rows, is being presented with dedication and strong ef¬ 
fort by the Somers Village Players at Camp Aya-Po in 
Somers, Connecticut. The problem with this play, as it 
is written, is that its setting is of the 1960’s; recent 
enough to be considered contemporary, yet ancient, like 
a skeleton in history’s closet. 

The standard situation of husband and mistress is 
given a different twist in that the successful, middle ag¬ 
ed Dr. Julian Winston, D.D.S. is not really married. 
Young, sweet and gullible Toni Simmons, however, 
believes she is his mistress. Julian traps himself with his 
intricate web of lies when thoughts of marriage spur 
Toni’s demand to meet the wife she thinks she is about 
to replace. Enter Stephanie Dickinson, the efficient 
spinster whose affections for Julian have been buried by 
his callous treatment of her as a sexless workhorse. 

The carefree chauvinism with which nearly every male 
character treats women is only at times funny and more 
often embarrassing. Many of the one-liners are given 
crudely at the expense of the little housewife. When 
Stephanie is reluctant to impersonate Julian’s wife, he 
turns to the audience and says, “You can’t get decent 
help these days.’’ The implications of this line, which 
have their roots in racism and class division, are spread 
gleefully throughout the play with womem as their 
target. Paradoxically, whatever the playwright’s intent, 
men come across as lying, conniving, insensitive, 
lecherous brutes. 

Roger Monfette portrays Dr. Julian Winston with an 
elegant superiority that leaves little room for sympathy. 

This is one way to portray the character and Monfette 
does it well. He has a rich resonant voice and his man¬ 
nerisms are judiciously restrained. This gentlemanly ap¬ 
pearance, however, makes Julian even more unlikablc 
because of the lying hypocrite he really is. Perhaps this 
is the characterization Monfette and Director Arnold 
Woods sought, but another way could J?ave given Julian 
qualities that at least would have made him forgivable. 

Shirley Courtqis as Stephanie Dickinson takes the 
play and superbiy gives it much needed dignity. Her 
transformation as the dour secretary to an weekend 
woman is a feat of two performances that are 
thoroughly believable. Her sincere and skillful perfor¬ 
mance is the main ingredient of this production. 

Jeannie Benoit put a lot of work in to Toni Simmons, 
and perhaps, that is the reason a necessary lightness, or 
innocence, was lacking. Less serious brooding, more 
smiles, beams of happiness would have been ap¬ 
propriate. 

Igor Sullivan, the one male character of importance 
in the play who can sincerely relate to women, is played hv 
with conviction by David Gautier. Although his timing in 
and pace are slow at times, 

Gautier has the natural 
talent ' that makes . you 
believe every word he ut¬ 
ters. 

Gene Allard gives a fine 
performance as the obtuse 
Harvey Greenfield. As an 
unemployed actor who 
mooches free dental work, 

Greenfield is a role that 
easily could be over 
played. Allard, with what 
seems as little effort, gives 
Greenfield just the right 
touch of klutziness.

So, the town was forced to swallow some 
pride and forego a suggested suit against the 
firm if they breached their contract...the town 
had a case, but, in the meantime, where would 
all the trash go? 

Hopefully, when this present contract ex¬ 
pires, the administration will carefully consider 
the current circumstances and sever the ties 
with E.P. Hayes.

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Legal Lines

Who is responsible if a dog injures someone or causes 
property damage? 

Massachusetts has a very strict statute regarding the 
liability of a dog owner for damages caused by his or her 
pet dog. A dog owner is absolutely liable for personal 
injuries or property damage caused by his or her dog. 

There are two exceptions to this very strict rule: 1) the 
owner is not liable if the injured person is a trespasser; 
and 2) the owner is not liable if the person injured was 
teasing or tormenting the animal. 

Personal injury caused by a dog could include being 
bitten by the dog, being knocked down and suffering in¬ 
juries from the fall, or being caused to fall from a bicy¬ 
cle or motorcycle as a result o being chased by a dog. 

Property damage could include damaging flowers, 
shrubs or clothes. 

Remember, dog owners, Massachusetts holds you ab¬ 
solutely liable. Protect yourself by complying with the 
local leash laws.

The final countdown has begun for the Agawam 
Brownies. Tedious and cumbersome drills have been 
replaced by last minute instructions. Playbooks, 
hopefully, are memorized and ready to be cranked into 
operation. 

The Brownies open their 1980 campaign Saturday 
against AA Conference opponent Cathedral, who out¬ 
fought the locals 21-15 a year ago. 

The month of preparation, the longest extension of 
the Brownies training camp in memory, may be pennies 
from heaven in the respect that Coach Jack Michalak 
and his staff needed the extra time to tuneup their 52 
man squad. 

And as the Brownies head into Saturday’s encounter 
with the Panthers, who, by the way, can’t be considered 
a slouch, the Agawam youth movement, (just three 
returning starters) will be tested under game conditions 
rather than a controlled scrimmage. 

“We’ve been practicing all week in anticipation for 
our first game. Many of the starters are coming into 
sight. The extra practice time was good for the new kids 
but now we’re anxious for the season,” Michalak says. 


The Brownies youth and inexperience will be the two 
most overused terms during the next 10 weeks. Tailback 
David Stuart, linemen Jim Fleming and Glen Geddis 
represent Agawam’s only seasoned veterans. The rest of 
the crew is green and certainly not oversized. 

Michalak, however, indicates that enthusiasm and 
cooperation in the rank has been promising, adding, 
“The kids are eager to learn and we have tried our best 
to teach them. Now we’ll see what happens.” 

On offense, which during Michalak’s first two years 
has represented Agawam’s major asset, junior Scott 
Negrucci will man the control panel at QB. Joining 
Negrucci is the cat-like Stuart, who will see plenty of 
pigskin providing that his size can take a season of “key 
Stuart” and junior fullback Paul Dezeil. 

In the pits protecting Negrucci and hoping to give 
Stuart a chance to improve on his 700 yards rushing 
amassed last season will be Fleming, senior Dean Poggi, 
junior Scott Smith, senior Rich Nielson and Dave Smith 
and Clark Dore, who will alternate. 

Steve Young, a sophomore, Mike Knight, a 
newcomer, and Don Jacobs, up from the junior varsity.

will substitute at wide receiver as will Pat Sullivan and 
Jim Egan at strongend. 

Whether the locals can generate their usual explosive 
attack off Michalak’s ball control veer remains a big 
question. Stuart is a quality back but needs help. 
Michalak promised some action via the airways Irom 
Negrucci...that, too, remains ‘up in the air’ so to speak. 

Michalak’s defense, unfortunately, has no size to 
speak of and that could be fatal against an overly 
physical opponent. The Brownie defenders did improve 
during each of the three preseason contests, but again, 
the only way to judge their capability will be in a game 
situation. 

Joining Geddis in the pits arc Alan Brown, Jim 
Yelnick and Steve Grassctti. Mark Moirano, Dan Gior¬ 
dano and Scott Joscphson have secured linebacking 
slots and Deano Tangredi, Tim Ayrc, John Darnell and 
Mike Knight fill the secondary. 

One avenue the Brownies have attempted to exploit 
during the exhibition season is the platoon system. 
Michalak has attempted to maintain a posture of no 
two-way starters, a fact of life for his first two seasons 
directing the Agawam sidelines. 

“As I’ve said before, we will have players going two- 
ways but only as the situation dictates," Michalak 
remarked. Don’t be surprised to see Stuart guarding an 
enemy passer from time to time or Heming back to his 
familiar place in the trenches dragging down an enemy 
ball carrier. 

So, unlike the past two seasons where Michalak has 
built an overall record of 13-7 in reviving a troubled 
program, the Brownies may be fighting to keep the win 
column outnumbering the loss.

The Federal Firearms Law Reform Act of 1979, 
designed to correct the civil liberty abuses that gun 
owners and gun dealers have suffered at the hands of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, con¬ 
tinues to gain support and may be introduced as an 
amendment to the controversial Criminal Code Revi¬ 
sion which Congress is currently considering. 

At present, both Houses of the Congress are consider¬ 
ing the Gun Control Act of 1968 in their proposed revi¬ 
sion of the Criminal Code. Significantly, the first sec¬ 
tion states, “It is not the purpose of this title to place 
any undue or unnecessary federal restrictions or 
burdens on law-abiding citizens.” 

Congressional forces who are supporting the 
Volkmer/McClure Reform Act have done so because of 
the mounting evidence that the Gun Control Act, and its 
enforcement by BATF, has indeed placed undue hard¬ 
ships on the law-abiding gun owners in the United 
States. The bill will, through clear language and precise 
enforcement p)rameters, protect the rights of all per¬ 
sons who own and use firearms lawfully.

Special Ed Parents 
Organize Group 

A gathering ot 3U concerned parents met last week 
with Special Education Director Dorthoy Coon to 
discuss the formation of an advisory group that would 
open better communication lines between the school 
department and parents with special needs children. 

According to commmittee Chairman Ronald Ran¬ 
dolph of Feeding Hills, the parent committee’s basic ob- 
•jective, along with establishing sound relations with 
school administration, is to give parents more input into 
the school system’s implementation and execution of 
Chapter 766, the state-mandated special education pro¬ 
gram. 

Randolph says the advisory committee is also aiming 
to initiate an exchange of ideas amongst parents who 
have children in Chapter 766. Currently, 532 children 
are involved in the program. 

Commented Randolph, “So far we’ve had a good 
core of parents and we’ve had many parents inquire as 
to what we’re hoping to do. 1 think that anytime you 
can improve upon the communication lines between 
school officials and parents and perhaps give parents 
additional input, it’s a plus for the system.” 

At the Thursday session at the Junior High School,* 
the advisory group heard comments from Marge Wo- 
jeik of Chicopee. Mrs. Wojcik, who has two handicap¬ 
ped children, discussed the general process of the 
Chapter 766 program, including referrals, evaluations, 
parents rights, and the appeals system. 

The group has scheduled a second meeting for Oc¬ 
tober 28 and has invited Lower Pioneer Valley Col¬ 
laborative officials Nancy Casey and Gerry Hanson to 
explain the LPVC’s special education program, offe r ed 
to children in several surrounding member com¬ 
munities, including Agawam. 

Assistant Superintendant of Schools James Bruno, 
who also attended the meeting, said of the advisory 
group, “1 was impressed with the group’s interest in 
their children and I’m sure that it will benefit not only 
the parents but the children as well.” 

All special education programs are processed through 
Mrs. Coon’s office. Chapter 766 was fully implemented

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Safety A Top Priority 
For Agawam Children

Through the determined efforts of Safety Officer 
Alfred Longhi and many other dedicated people, 
Agawam can definitely boast of a program for 
schoolchildren in which safety is given top priority. 
Whether a walker or bus rider, each child is assured of a 
safe journey both to and from school through an inten¬ 
sive campaign that begins as school opens in September 
and continues throughout the entire year. 

Sgt. Longhi has organized ten responsible women to 
serve as crossing guards at strategic intersections across 
town. The most important part of their job is to control 
traffic and provide a safe opportunity for children walk¬ 
ing to school to cross a busy street. 

Clad in fluorescent orange vests, these women stand 
visible to traffic, alerting drivers to the approach of 
children walking. To aid in their visibility, two years ago 
safety conscious" members of the Agawam Junior 
Women’s Club supplied each guard with hand-held 
signs which read STOP on one side and SLOW on the 
other. 

Qualifications For Crossing Guards 

According to Sgt. Longhi, all ten of these women are 
town residents, most of whom live very near their 
assigned intersections. They are paid from the Police 
Department budget at the rate of $3.10 per hour accor¬ 
ding to the number of times they attend their posts each 
day. Some go only in the morning and at dismissal;, 
others also go at noontime. 

In detailing the qualifications necessary for such 
employment, Longhi stressed the need to like children 
and to have patience as prime requisites. He also 
pointed out that these guards must be familiar with traf¬ 
fic and safety rules and have a willingness to work even 
in inclement weather. For most, the advantages of hav¬ 
ing part-time work with days off that coincide with their 
children’s school schedule outweigh the occasional 
disadvantages and confining work hours. 

There seems to be no shortage of local people with 
these requirements as Longhi indicates there is always a 
waiting list for the position. He tries to give those people 
on the waiting list for the positions. He tries to give 
those people on the waiting list some experience for 
future appointments by calling on them when needed to 
act as fill-ins if a guard can’t cover her position for some 
reason. 

“I’ll re-station a'guard from an earlier shift to a later 
one to fill in if I can,” explains Longhi, “but sometimes 
! call one from the list to give her a chance to learn the 
job.” 

Guards are asked to be at their posts approximately 
one hour before school opens and for about 15-30 
minutes after schools close. “Because some children 
walk to school several minutes before opening, it’s im¬ 
portant for the guards to be at their posts to cross 
them,” notes Longhi. 

Tornado Duty Not Part Of Ordinary Job 

Service way beyond the ordinary was called for last 
fall during the tornado that struck Feeding Hills Center. 
Nine-year-veteran crossing guard Viola Sliech, who is 
positioned at the traffic light there, remembers that day 
very vividly. 

“It had been raining a lot,” she recalls, “and I had 
just crossed four Girl Scouts on their way to a meeting 
at the Congregational Church when the wind came up 
very strong. Branches were falling and the noise was ter¬ 
rible. Most of the kids were kept in the school, but I 
scooped up one little kindergarten boy and ran with him 
to my car until the worst had passed.”

She remembers taking the child into the school after¬ 
wards and staying a while to help calm the children and 
maintain order. She learned that all of the Girl Scouts 
had safely made their meeting and that her own son had 
been prevented from leaving for home on his bicycle. 

Mrs. Sliech agrees with other guards that one of the 
best parts of their job is the friendships that spring up 
between them and the children they cross every day. 
They see these youngsters grow up and are privileged to 
be asked to autograph a final report card or occasional¬ 
ly to accept a small gift at Christmas time. 

The other dedicated women stationed around town 
are as follows: Sandy Brown at the intersection of 
Shoemaker Lane and South Westfield Streets; Enola 
“Chickie” Suffriti on Springfield Street at the Junior 
High; Jeannette Mercadante at Franklin and Springfield 
Streets; Beverly McCullough on Springfield Street at 
Peirce School; Joan Dahdah at Line and Springfield 
Streets; Doris Champigney at Rowley and Springfield 
Streets; Janice Ryan at the island'at O’Brien’s Corner; 
and Joyce Peck at Main and School Streets at Phelps 
School. 


School Bus Patrols Chosen To Aid Drivers 
The other detail of Agawam’s school safety program 
involves training selected fifth grade students to serve as 
safety patrols charged with helping bus drivers on the 
rides to and from school. Chosen by elementary school 
principals partly for their dependability and partly for' 
the location of their own individual bus stops, these 
students’ function is to assist the bus drivers particularly 
in watching out for younger students. 


Sgt. Longhi emphasizes that these bus patrols arc not 
allowed in the road, but are merely to step down and 
watch for traffic along with the bus driver, who then 
gives permission for the patrol to send the students 
across the street. 


Early in the school year, the safety patrol students 
undergo an orientation session in which they arc shown 
films and instructed on how they should conduct 
themselves. 

Sgt. Longhi explains, “I tell them how to use fire ex¬ 
tinguishers on the bus. how to assist the driver in 
evacuation in case of an emergency, and how to bring 
the bus to a stop in case something happens to the 
driver.” 

A reward that has become a tradition for these 
youngsters who work so hard throughout the year is the 
annual spring trip to Washington, D.C. Through the 
generosity of town businesses and organizations, a ma¬ 
jority of the patrol students arc able to participate in 
this trip, which is a thrill for all. For those who arc not 
able to accompany the others to Washington, Sgt.. 
Longhi arranges an alternate trip to a location closer to 
Agawam. 

According to Longhi, the same film on bus evacua¬ 
tion shown to the patrol students already will be shown 
throughout the school system to all students within the 
next few weeks. Practice evacuations will be staged with 
the aid of the safety patrol students so that all will be 
thoroughly familiar with the procedure to follow should 
such an occurrence indeed happen.

Route 5 " Support Requested 
The committee '.ms addressed by town resident 
Gerald Mason of Springfield Street, who is presently 
leading a group professing some 1,500 members in sup¬ 
port of completion of the Route 57 extension. 

Mason briefly cited what he termed “common 
knowledge” factors-of hazardous traffic conditions for 
the students who attend the three town schools located 
on the present Route 57 roadway.
